Game Commissioner Says the Food 
and Commercial Value in the 
State is Over $ 6 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 


In an interview with the Bemidji 
Pioneer representative, Carlos Avery, 
game and bsh commissioner of this 
state, gives un estimate of the value 
of tile animals, bints and Ash taken 
and used In Minnesota lit one year. 
"There were, during the past year. 
according to Mr Avery, .it a low eat I 
mate, killed and toed aa food in Min 
nesota. 500 moose and 8,OOO deer. 
IOO bear and miscellaneous smaller 
animals, the food value, of which at 
15 cents per pound would amount to 
1211,000. 
fCat lion tea carefully

after 
close and thorough inquiry of the 
number of the varloti kind:* of game 
birds taken during the past year, ill 
closes a total of 1.011,300 
o taken 
and estimating the value of these at 
front 25 cents each for the smaller 
birds to 50 cents for prairie chicken!, 
and ducks and $1.50 for wild geese, 
shows a total value of $507,4 50 or a 
total of $718,4 50 as the food value 
of the game birds taken and eon 
sinned in Minnesota In one year.
